WASHINGTON,  Feb.  18. —Nine 
more  steamers  were  allotted  to  the 
Kuropean'  civilian  relief  commission 
today,  making  the  total  deadweight 
shipplner  tonnage  assimed  to  that  ser- 
vloe  882,000.  The  vessels  will  sail 
from  North  Atlantic  ports  with  food 
cargoes  before  March  16.  Five  other 
vessels  formerly  In  war  service  were 
also  returned  to  commercial  trade.

FAROI.  Feb.  18.— (By  the  Aaso- 
elatsd  Frees). — The  Supreme  Council 
of  the  great  powers  today  heard  the 
portrayal  of  Serbia's  claims.  Some  of 
the  representatives  of  the  council, 
heworor.  remained  away,  feeling  that 
the  time  for  talk  was  past  and  that 
tlie  prossnt  need  was  action  In  get- 
ttW-baek  to  a  peace  basis. 

This  movement  is  taking  form  In 
the  most  responsible  British.  Amerl- 
eaa.  Italian  and  French  quarters,  and 
promises  to  yield  definite  results 
within  the  next  few  daya  The  first 
•tsse  win  bo  the  permanent  armis^ce 
l4aa.  whloh  Ifahihaf  Fech  will  pre- 
MNIt  wttMe  a  fortnight,  taking  the 
pWes  of  the  short  term  armlstloe  an- 
aouaeed  yesterday. 

These  permanent  terms  will  be  the 
pfOtimlnary  atspe  toward  peace,  and 
win  be  ineorporated  into  the  peace 
treaty  to  fellow.  This  will  brtas  a 
psaoe  treaty  measurably  within  sight. 

Tho  prsssnt  prospect  is  that  the 
first  draft  of  five  or  six  essential  pro- 
visions will  be  ready  when  President 
Wilson  returns  on  March  18,  so  that 
early  aetUm  can  be  eecured  by  the 
full  oonferenoe  apid  the  enemy  powers 
oaa  be  called  in  by  April.  The  peace 
ooafrssB.  with  an  the  powers  repre- 
sented, would  be  constituted  by  late 
spring  and  give  prospeot  to  the  oon- 
cluslon  of  a  permanent  peace  treaty 
by  the  early  days  of  Summer.

mOOPS  ARE  KEPT 
INGOODieLtH 


Members  of  the  Expeditionary 
Force' In  North  Russia  Given 
All  Possible  Comforts  and 
Amusements. 


XtONDOK.  Fob.  18.— It  has  been 
learned  from  the  latest  arrivals  from 
the  Murman  coast,  says  Rshtar's.  that 
tho  Allied  troops  of  tho  North  Rus- 
staa  expodltloaarr  force  are  in  good 
health,  and  that  the  military  authori- 
ties are  doing  everything  to  alllevtate 
tho  dlssonforta  of  the  extreaoe  cold, 
combined  with  the  Arctic  20-1kour 
niflrht.  The  .  temperature  was  nearly 
40  devrees  bslew  S«ro  la.  January, 
and  there  were  only  from  three  to 
four  hours  of  daylight  dally  during 
the  month  at  Port  Murmansk,  which 
is  200  miles  within  the  Arctic  circle. 

The  troops  are  mostly  accommo- 
dated In  log  barracks  or  collapsible 
huts,  fitted  with  sleeping  bunks  and 
Russian  stoves.  Bntertalnments  are 
frequently  organised,  and  the  men 
engage  In  Winter  sports,  especially 
skiing.  There  have  been  compara- 
tively few  cases  of  frostbite,  uyving 
to  tl^e  fur  clothing  supplied  the  men. 

The  Allied  troops  are  garrisoning 
S60  mites  of  the  Murman  railway. 
Supplies  for  the  outposts  are  dis- 
patched by  reindeer  sle<lges,  which 
often  are  driven  by  women  of  the 
region.  Two  of  these  women  have 
received  the  military  medal  for  gal- 
lant conduct  in  repelling  enemy  raids 
on  food  convoys. 

Murmansk  is  an  Ice-free  port,  but 
the  forces  at  Archangel  are  com- 
pletely cut  off  froih  the  outside  world 
for  six  months  of  the  year.  Inter- 
oymmunlcatlon  between  the  two 
foroes  commanded  by-^Oeneral  Iron- 
sicte  is  only  possible  In^  the  Winter- 
time by  airplane. 

Major  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton,  the 
Antarctic  explorer,  is  attached  to 
Qeneral  Maynard's  headquarters  as 
adviser  on  Arctic  equipment,  while  a 
special  force  of  Canadian  officers 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  all  of 
them  experienced  in  Klondyke  condi- 
tions, is  attached  to  the  force  as  In- 
structors In  Arctic  life.  Teams  of 
husky  dogs  have  been  especially  sent 
from  Canada  for  transportation  work, 
although  reindeer,  which  roam  In 
herds  over  the  liapp  country,  are 
chiefly  used  for  this  purpose.

Tributes  to  Memory  of  Late 
Statesman  to  Be  Paid  on 
Tuesday  —  Arrangements 
Made  for  State  Funeral. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  18.— The  following 
messages  have  been  received  by  His 
Excellency  the  Duke  of  Devonshire:

Canada  will  mourn  for  one 
who  dearly  loved  his  country  and  will 
remember  with  pride  and  gratitude 
his  great  powers  of  administrative 
genius  and  leadership.

Sir  Robert  Borden,  Parlsr  "Hafve 
heard  with  deepest  sorrow  the  tidings 
of  your  bereavement  and  send  my 
deepest  sympathy." 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of 
Connaught:  "We  deeply  deplore  the 
sad  ending  of  Sir  Wilfrid's  illness. 
The  Princess  and  I  send  our  most 
heartfelt  sjrmpathy." 

Out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Sir 
WllfPld  Laurier,  l*ariament  will '  ad- 
Jourb  from 'Tfctireday  afternoon  tmm 
Tuesday.  The  proceedings  on  Thurs- 
day will  be  brieL  There  wlH  be  the 
formal  opening  of  the  session,  fol- 
lowed by  brief  references  to  the  loss 
which  the  country  and  the  house  have 
sustained. 

On  Tuesday  a  trtl^ute  will  be  paid 
to  Sir  'Wilfrid's  memory.  The  House 
will  then  proceed  with  the  debate  on 
the  address.  It  had  originally  been 
arranged  to  adjourn  the  House  from 
Thursday  until  Monday.  The  longer 
adjournment  has  been 'made  to  enable 
the  Opposition  to  make  necessary  ar- 
rangements for  the  eesslon.  Although 
a  formal  caucus  has  not  so  far  been 
called.  Opposition  members  will  meet 
on  Monday  to  discuss  the  situation. 

Arrangemente  for  the  state  funeral 
are  nearly  completed.  There  has 
been  a  change  in  the  place  of  service. 
It  will  bi^at  the  Basillioa,  the  parish 
cathedral,  of  Ottawa,  instead  of  the 
Church '  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  where 
S^r  Wilfrid  attended.  The  accommo- 
dation Is  greater  and  the  cathedral 
lenda  Itself  better  to  the  pti^mp  and 
ceremony  of  such  an  occasion. 

Monslgnor  Bnichesi,  Archbishop  of 
Montreal,  hae  consented  to  officiate  at 
the  solemn  mass  of  requiem.  The 
funeral  oration  In  English  probably 
wUl  bs  pronounced  by  Rev.  -  Father 
John  Burke,  of  Toronto,  an  eloquent 
preacher,  who,  as  an  Ottawa  boy,  wss 
a  friend  and  favorite  of  Sir  Wilfrid. 
The  oration  in  .French  will  be  by 
Monsignor  Mathieu,  Archbishop  of 
Reglna,  an  old  Qusbec  friend  of  the 
dead   statesman. 

There  will  be  many  assisting  priests 
at  the  solemn  office  for  tke  dead. 

A  special  committee  Is  perfecting 
arrangements  for  the  funeral.

GERMANS  YIELD 
HUGE  QUANTITY 

OF  EQUIPMENT 

LONDON,  Feb.  It.— On  behalf  of  the 
Oovemment.  it  has  been  announced 
in  the  House  of  Commons  in  answer 
to  a  question  -that  the  followinK 
equipment  of  the  Oerman  armies  had 
been  surrendered  to  tho  British  up  to 
February  9:  Heavy  guns,  2,500;  field 
guns,  2,600;  .machine  guns.

trench  mortars,  S,000;  airplanes,  1,700; 
locomotives,  4.06B;  motor  trucks, 
1.220. 

Up  to  February  14  the  Oermans  had 
surrendered  to  the  Brltisli  126,826 
freight  cars.

."When  circumstances  permit,  the 
Food  Controller  Is  prepamd  to  free 
artlolea  of  food  from  control  and  to 
trust  to  competition  instead  of  to 
costs  to  reduce  the  expense  of  dis- 
tribution to  the  lowest  possible 
point.  He  haa  already  taken  this 
action  in  the  case  of  tea  and  mar- 
garine. He  has  the  same  measure 
under  consideration  in  respect  to 
bacon,  lard,  condensed  milk,  dried 
fruits  and  meat,  about  which  an- 
nouncement of  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion In  price  will  be  made  almost 
Immediately.  There  are  %t  present  in 
England  a  four  weeks'  supply  of 
froaen  meat,  a  six  and  one-half 
weeks'  supply  of  bacon,  seven  weeks' 
of  cheese,  two  months'  of  butter,  11 
Rtonths'  of  sugar  and  five  months*  of 
tea."

ACCEPTANCE  OF  TERMS 

DUE  TO  FEAR  OF  PEOPLE 


Herr  Erzberger's  Report  of  Negotiations  Received 
by  National  Assembly  in  Silence  of  Stupefac- 
tion—Comments of  Members  Are  Deferred 
Until  Today — Yielding  Necessary 


LONDON,  Feb.  18.— Advicea  received  from  Berlin  by  way  of  Basle 
today  are  to  the  effect  that  the  Pan-German  military  party,  headed  by 
Field  Marshal  von  Hindenburg.  bitterly  resents  the  new  dauaaa  in 
the  armistice,  especially  those  limiting  the  German  army  to  the  sise 
of  a  simple  police  force,  taking  over  the  supervision  and  control  of 
ammunition  factories  and  the  demand  that  Germany  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  Allied  armies  of  occupation  on  the  Rhine.  These  conditions,  it 
is  complained,  will  throw  out  of  work  thousands  of  Germah  officers, 
from  generals  downward,  while  the  army  of  600,000  voltmteera 
reported  by  the  German  press  to  have  been  organised  must  be  dis- 
banded. 


Advices  add  that  indignation  against  Erseberger  on  the  part  of 
the  military  authorities  is  increasing. 

The  members  of  the  house  stirred 
UKeasUy  as  he  finished  and  stopped 
for  breath.  Before  continuing  his  ex- 
planation Herr  Brsberger  Interjected: 

"It  Is  my  wish  that  you  may  never 
have  the  fateful  hours  I  have  had. 
We  on  ths  armkrtlce  commission  have 
had  to  bear  untold  responsibility." 

He  then  referred  to  the  unfortu- 
nate, well-nigh  fatal '  delay  In  the 
arrival  of  the  terms  at  Weimar  and 
went  into  details  on  Marshal  Foch's 
ultimatum,  which,  he  said,  he  waa 
assured  was  fraufht  with  the  un- 
qualified approval  of  Prealdent  Wil- 
son Hsrr  Brsberger  told  of  his 
efforts  to  secure  modifications,  but 
said  Marshal  Foch  had  been  sternly 
Insistent  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
terms.  He  touched  only  briefly,  bbt 
clearly,  on  his  successful  protests 
acalnst  the  Polish  Inoorporatlon  ot 
81leKi%  and  his  unsuccessful  efforts  to 
save  Blrnbaum,  Bentsetien  and  other 
German  towiA.  He  emphasised  that 
the  AlHoe  would  take  over-  the  re- 
sponslbility  of  keeping  the  Poles  in 
check  and  give  guarantees  for  tb% 
sitfety  of  the  tSermans  on  the  Polish 
Side.

AT  MINES  IN  BUTIE 

aUTTK,  Mont..  Feb.  li. — Choruaes 
of  whistles,  shrill,  deep  and  medium, 
loudly  proclaimed  to  the  citizens  of 
Butte  this  morning  that  normal  times 
had  returned.  The  whistle  chorus  of 
Butte  announced  the  changing-  In 
(iblfts.  Practically  every  mine  in  the 
Butte  district  which  was  not  cloae^ 
down  for  repairs  before  the  recent 
strike  of  miners  was  working  today. 
In  nearly  all  o«ses  full  shifts  were 
reported  nt  work,  Snd  it  was  estimated 
that  close  to  8,000  men  had  returned 
te  work  already  and  that  the  number 
will  have  reached  nearly  11,000  by 
tonight. 

There  is  no  strike  in  Butte  of  any 
character  at  present,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  0f  about  forty  eity  em- 
ployoes,  who  are  out  because  they  are 
unable  to  have  their  warrants  cashed. 
It  he*  bad  nothing  to  do  with  the 
miners'  strike.

«n  with  menacing  the  herring  in- 
duMtry  by  their  use  of  the  purse  seine, 
and  who  have  also  laid  a  few  accusa- 
tions agalnat  the  Federal  iOaherles 
offlctalH.  The  other  aide  baa  not  yet 
been  heard. 

This  week;  however,  the  packers 
and  offlcials  will  offer  iholr  defence 
and  they  are  confident  of  being  able 
to  clear  themselvee  of  every  item  In 
the  Indictment.  The  paokera  cialm 
to  l>e  In  a  position .  where  they  can 
not  only  show  they 'have  not  Injured 
the  herring  business  in  any  way.  but 
where  they  can  counter-attack  and 
prove  that  if  the  sill  net  men  had  It 
their  -own  way  and  were  allowed  a 
virtual  monopoly  o^  the  herring  catch- 
ing business,  there  would  be  no  In- 
dustry left.  Even  with  the  haayy 
hauls  of  the  purse  seines  and  the  con- 
sequant  reduction  in  production  coets, 
the  packers  are  feeling  decUledly 
dubious  about  the  market  poaslblUtles. 
as  foreign  competitors  are  able  to' put 
the  sam»  product  on  the  markets  ^n- 
opollaed  by  the  Berkley  Sound  pack- 
ers duriuK  the  war  at  a  considerably 
lower  price.  If  the  packers  were 
obliged  to  meet  the  added  expenditure 
that  the  universal  use  of  gill  nets 
would  entail,  they  say  the  business 
would  become  a  steadlly-Ioslng  prop- 
osition. 

No  DeOnlte  Ctaargea 

Whlie  there  have  been  a  good  many 
rumors  about  colloalon  between  the 
offlcials  and  packers  up  here,  the 
Fishermen's  Protective  Aaaoclatlon 
and  other  OMranisattona  that  atarted 
the  agiUtion  resulting  In  the  preaent 
probe,  have  so  far  been  unable  to 
point  to  a  single  charge'  with  the 
semblance  of  being  defllnlte.  Mr.  J. 
Edward  Bird,  representing  the  Fisher- 
men's Association,  has  made  charges, 
but  these  have  amounted.  In  fact,  to 
little  more  than  sweeping  generalities, 
and  proof  ^  that  his  contentlona  have 
been  correct  is  strangely  elusive.  At 
the  initial  session  of  the  commission 
Mr.  Bird  stated  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  impugn  the  honesty  or  eifleleney  of 
the  offlcials.  and  during  th^  past  waek 
the  tendency  among  the  gill  net  flser- 
men  .  and  others  who  feel  "there  is 
something  wrong  somewhere,"  has 
been  to  absolve  the  officials  from 
direct  responsibility  of  any  alleged  Ir- 
regularities in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  flsherlea  depart- 
ment, and  to  chase  bigger  game,  which 
In  this  case  appears  to.  be  Mr.  H.  8. 
Clementa,  M.P.,  who  la  said  to  have 
full  control  of  the  granting  of  purse 
aeine  licences. 

Oalls  Many  Wltneasea       ^^'^  ' 

It  is  beginning  to  look  aa  though 
the  charge  against  the  officials  has 
largely  petered  out;  that  la  to  say, 
unless  new  accusatlona  are  made,  and 
Mr.  Bird  has  sub-poenaed  at  least  ten 
new  witnesses  and  has  upwarda  of 
twenty  voluntary  witnesses  to  calL 
The  only  specific  charge  Mr.  Bird  was 
able  to  press  was  that  Mr.  Chris  Ol- 
sen,  was  declined  a  purse  seine  licence 
in  the  waters  of  Ucluelet  Harbor  and 
that  he  was  told  the  only  way  he  could 
operate  there  was  by  Joining  with  the 
Wallace  Fisheries.  In  cross-examin- 
ation. Olsen  admitted  that  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Taylor,  Inspector  for  No.  S  Fish- 
eries District,  had  given  as  the  reason 
for  refusing  the  licence  the  fact  that 
the  Wallaces  alneady  had  a  licence  In 
the  harbor  and  that  there  was  not 
room  for  two;  also,  that  since  Olson's 
main  motive  In  getting  a  purse  seine 
licence  was  to  give  employment  to  the 
settlers  of  the  district  there  was  a 
chance  of  attaining  the  same  object 
by  working  for  the  Wallace  Fisheries. 
It  was  also  shown  that  Olsen  had  ap- 
plied for  the  licence  by  using  a  com- 
pany name  which  he  had  no  right  to 
do. 

Refnae  Added  Power 

-  In  refuting  the  charge  that  he  haa 
had  full  power  in  the  granting  of 
fishing  licences  and  that  he  haa  made 
use  of  this  power  to  assist  his 
"friends,"  Mr.  F.  H.  Cunningham, 
Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries,  will  be 
able  to  show  that  he  has  never  grant- 
ed a  single  licence  on  Barkley  Sound. 
Shortly  after  Hon.  C.  C.  Ballantyne, 
the  Minister  of  Fisheries,  took  office, 
Mr.  Cunningham  was  offered  com- 
plete control  of  the  llcence-grarftlng 
privilege,  but  he  refused  to  make  use 
of  it.  Realising  that  charges  of  fav- 
oritism would  almost  certainly  arise 
against  him  should  ha  be  given  this 
trust,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  In 
many  cases  where  several  appUoa- 
Uons  for  licenses  are  made  only  one 
can  be  granted,  Mr.  dinningham  ar- 
ranged for  Ottawa  to  retain  this  func- 
tion of  administration,  so  that  he 
would  be  left  untrammelled.  All  ap- 
plications are  now  made  through  Mr. 
Cunningham,  but  no  action  la  taken 
until  they  go  through  the  handa  of 
the    saperintendent    of   fisheries.    Mr.

Licence  Fee  Higher 

Aa  a  reault  of  the  finding  of  the 
Royal  Flaheriaa  Commission  the  year- 
ly purse  seine  licences  for  salmon 
were  Increased  from  ftO  to  f MO,  with 
a  charge  of  half  a  cent  on  every  fish 
caught;  In  addition,  the  cannery 
Ilcencea  were  Increased  from  ISO  to 
fSOO  a  year,  with  a  four-cent  charge 
on  each  case  of  sockeye  packed  and 
three  cents  for  other  varletlea.  Drag 
seine  licences  now  cost  *|ltO.  where 
they  used  to  cost  $26,  and  half  a  cent 
per  fish  Is  charged.  Gill  net  licences 
are  $6.  where  they  were  half  that 
much  before.  Trawling  Ilcencea  have 
been  Increased  from  11  to  IS. 

If  a  person  ^wants  a  fishing  licence 
he  must  be  a  naturalised  British  sub- 
ject among  other  things,  and  there 
has  been  talk  to  the  effect  that  natur- 
alisation papers  have  been  circulated 
Indiscriminately  among  the  Japanese, 
so  that  they  can  apply  for  Ueeneea 
and  have  a  good  chance  of  getting 
them  without  being  legally  natural- 
ised. Mr.  Cunningham  aaya  there  la 
no  foundation  for  this  story,  and  In 
support  of  his  contention  statea  that 
every  foreigner  who  appliea  for  a 
licence  must  write  his  signature  and 
if  the  handwriting  does  not  correspond 
with  that  on  the  naturalisation  paper 
the  difference  la  easily  detected,  the 
application  Is  naturally  not  granted. 
He  says  that  the  department  has  al- 
ready taken  up  and  confiscated  fifty- 
six  such  papers  for  the  reason  that  the 
applicants  were  using  someone  else's 
naturalisation  papera.  Thla  ahows 
that  the  department  is  keeping  its 
eyes  open  for  fraud  in  this  connection. 
If  there  la  any  doubt  about  the  elig- 
ibility of  a  foreign  applicant,  Inter- 
pretera  are  called  in  to  do  some  ques- 
tioning and  by  this  process  of  elimin- 
ation it  is  claimed  the  Inellgiblea  have 
been  weeded  out.

POLES  PRESENT 


CASE  TO  ALLIES 


Declare  That  German  Irregular 
Bands  Harass  Polish  Popu- 
lation in  Posen — Latter  Arm 
In  Self-Defence. 


WARSAW.  Feb.  18.— The  Polish 
side  of  the  controversy  between 
Poland  and  Qermany  over  the  pro- 
vince of  Posen  haa  been  presented 
to  the  Allies'  mission  to  Poland  by 
M.  K^anty,  a  former  member  of  the 
Oerman  Reichstag  from  one  of  the 
Polish  dlstricU. 

M.  Korfanty  declared  that  at  the 
begglnlng  of  the  dlflicultlea  In  Posen, 
the  Poles  Informed  the  Berlin  Gov- 
ernment that  they  had  no  Intention 
of  disputing  the  sovereignty  of  Prus- 
sia pending  the  decision  of  the  peace 
conference,  and  that  they  protested 
vainly  against  the  formation  of  a 
frontier  guard  by  the  Germans.  All 
the  regular  Oerman  regimenta  In  Pol- 
ish territory  had  been  driven  out  by 
the  Polea,  the  deputy  declared,  but 
since  then  Irregular  bands  had  been 
organised  under  the  command  of  the 
German  general,  whom  the  deputy 
accused  of  attacking,  plundering  and 
burning  Pollah  villages,  thus  compel- 
ling the  Polea  to  organise  an  opposi- 
tion. •  • 

At  praaent,  the  deputy  continued, 
the  Oermana  have  a  certain  numt>er 
of  dlvlalons  from  the  regular  army  at- 
tacking the  Polea,  apparently  with 
the  Intention  of  re-occupying  the 
province  of  Posen.  All  ^  the  Polish 
forces  In  the  Province  ha'd  been  en- 
rolled from  natlvea  of  the  Province. 
M.  Korfanty  added,  and  the  Pollah 
Government  haa  not  Intervened  In  the 
struggle,  rt-  fcrcuaed  the  G«in)aus 
of  great  brutality.  Poaen.  he  declared. 
waa  now  controlled  by  the  Pollah 
population. 

ELECTIONS  ARE  HELD 
IN  GERMAN-AUSTRIA 

LONDON,  Feb.  II.— The  elecUona 
Sunday  In  Oemtan-Austrla  were  favor- 
able to  the  Soolal-Democrata.  accord- 
ing to  an  Bx<dianga  Telegraph  dls- 
patoh  from  Vienna.  The  eleetlona 
were  held  without  disorder. 

The  Social-Democrats  elected  all 
their  leadera  In  Vienna.

Not  ona  of  Praeldant 
"Wilaoa's  prlaclplea.  which  are  to  form 
the  baals  of  the  peace  settlement,  has 
yet  been  translated  into  practical  poll- 
ties,  for  even  the  Covenant  of  the 
Leasue  of  Nations  is  only  t>rovisional. 
Alsaoe-I<orraine  is  French,  by  ri«ht  of 
oocupatton.  irat  btyond  thlf  notkinc 
has  been  donsi'.  to  decide  on  what 
reparation  Oormany  must  make  for 
the  damaco  bIm  talUcted  in  Belsiu'm 
and  Nertkero  France.  An  lonv  a« 
sopiethlnv  In  the  nature  of  civil  war 
prtTvalls  io  Osrmany  It  will  ba  dttfl- 
cOI^  If  not  impoaslble,  for  the  Allies 
to  jbold  a^  rovemment  at  Berlin  or 
W^liaar  to  strict  aceoantablltty.  The 
wsakneas  of  the  new  German  Gov- 
ernmant  is  shown  In  the  delay  In  fuN 
fllU^iS  Armistice  Terms  and  tha  naeas- 
slty  of  theae  beinc  made  more  atrin-' 
sent  from  time  to  time. 

No  progrtsf  appears  to  have  been 
mild*  in  deflnins  the  sovereivn  liml^ 
of  Italy  and  the  Juso-SlavSr  In  dls- 
ptUed  territory.  The  CKecho-Slovak 
dotouUil,  haa  sUll  to  be  deUmKad.  The 
Pf^les  ari  rest  lass  because  their  sway 
has  not  been  defined.  The  '  whole 
situation  in  tha  3aUcans  is  in  th* 
meltlns  pot.  Th*  restrictions  to  be 
Imposed  on  Ottoman  ryla  ar*  still  un- 
known, and  while  the  mandatory  sys- 
tem is  to  be  enforced  a«  far  aa  colonial 
possession  involved  tn  the  war  are 
concerned,  there  is  still  uncertainty 
about  the  future  status  of  such  lands 
ni  Palestine,  Syria.  Mesopcftamla, 
Arabia  and  Armenia.  Another  ques- 
tion which  has  not  been  touched  Is 
that  of  international  control. of  river 
^naviffation  on  the  Vistula,  Blbe,  Dan- 
ube, Rhine  and  Scheldt  To  crown 
all,  th*  situation  resardlns  Russia  and 
the  several  sovernroents  now  In  power 
in  that  oooptry  remalna  unsettled, 
while  aw  iMklf  a  doaen  war*  of  more 
or  less  viotonoa  ar*  bains  ws«*d  In 
Baatern  lhi|6p*. 

.  It  may  b*-  th*  intooClon  of  th*  Aa- 
eodated  Powers  to  leave  th*  question 
of  territorial  delimitations  and  na- 
tlipn^l  entltlea  to  a  L«acue  of  Nations, 
but  what  must  be  defined  before  there 
is  peace  Is  th*  reparation  Germany  Is 
to  maH*.  This  question  has  been  fur- 
ther Involved  by  th*  olalins  of  all  th* 
Associated  Nations  for  Indomnlttos, 
and  It  has  yet  to  b*  d*t*rmin*d  what 
form  tta*lr  payment  will  take,  or  to 
what  aactent  they  can  be  enforcad. 
Judged  by  the  present  rat*  of  progress 
the  peace  treaty  cannot  be  sifned 
un'Ul  Ute  In  the  Bummer  because  there 
nster  was  a  conference  of  the  Powers 
at  which  so  many  complicated  mi^tters 
have  to  be  decided.  Those  who  eom- 
pUin  at  the  delay  faU  to  Uke  the 
Buropean  situation  taitd  account,  or 
else  wilfully  close  their  eyes  to  the 
inagnltude  of  the  problems  Involved. 
These  problems  are  rendered  all  the 
more  dUBoult  owing  to  the  Bolshevist 
wars.  No  peace  worthy  of  the  name 
can  be  reached  ^Bitl  Russia  Is  conh- 
poefd,  and  until  there  Is  government 
of  th*  people  by  the  people  for  the 
people  in  that  territory. 

The  Associated  Powers  are  meeting 
under  stupendous  dlfllouKies  and  that 
explalna  why  what  they  have  been 
able  to  do  towarda  paving  the  road 
to  peace  has  only  been  of  a  provisional 
character.  The  definition  of  the  ten- 
tative powers  of  a  League  of  Nations 
and  the  time  ocmplM  in  th*  task  have 
proved  obetacles  towards  the  ultimate 
settlement,  unless  that.  League  comes 
*  late  praotloal  usage  without  delay  and 
enforces  such  conditions  as  will  make 
plain  sailing  on  the  way  to  peace. 
The  main  step  that  could  be  taken  at 
thie  time  tdlrarda  permanent  peace 
would;  b«  an  armlstic*  throughout 
Baatem  Surop*  that  could  bs  en- 
forced. Until  such  ensuee  the  p^ace^ 
of  Burope,  and  synonymously  that  of 
the  worM.  wtU  remain  fnaecnre.

A  goveraasaat's  word  shoald  be  ns 
bond.  It  has  always  bosa  recognised 
a*  th*  pelkqf  of  our  Previaclal  admta-

color  of  tha  party  la  pewei^— to  rela- 
state  the  members  of  th*  civil  servlse 
wbo  Jolaad  the  colors.  We  hope  this 
practice  la  being  rigidly  followed. 
Since  a  number  of  civil  servants  have 
yet  te  return  from  ssrvic*  overseaa,  It 
vouM  be  Umely  for  the  L«|lslature  te 
go  on  record  on  the  question  of  their' 
reinstatement.  They  have  priority  of 
claim  te  recognition,  baaed  first  on  the 
number  ^f  years  they  have  been  em- 
ployed by  the  Government,  secondly 
because  they  temporarily  ^relinquished 
their  posts  te  fight  for  their  country, 
and.  thirdly,  becauae  their  claim 
traasoends  that  of  all  thoae  who  have 
been  appointed  to  the  Government 
servloe  during  their  absence.  It  Is  not 
a  question  which  should  require  aay 
argument.  It  is,  simply  a  matter  of 
duty,  which  it  t^  ineoneeivable  to 
thlak  the  Oovemmeat  would  renege. 
At  the  same  time  U  Is  desirable  the 
Legislature  should  go  on  record  re- 
garding the  stetus  of  civil  servante 
who  have  served,  or  are  serving  with 
the  colors. 


THE  FOOD  SfTUATION 


Food  prices  are  declining  In  Britain, 
and.  according  to  a  statement  of  Mr. 
G.  H.  Roberts,  the  Food  Controller, 
■they  will  contlnua  te  deelthe.  Thi*  is 
welcome  news,  for  what  happena  In 
Britain  is  bound  to  have  an  interna- 
tional effect.  Already  prices  are  fall- 
ing In  France,  where  the  Government 
has  taken  the  initiative  to  force  their 
reduction,  and  both  France  and  Brit- 
ain, with  the  markets  of  the  world 
now  open  to  them,  will  buy  foodstuffs 
where  they  can  be  secured  at  the  low- 
est prices.  Packers,  and  other  food 
fntereits  on  this  continent,  are  partle^ 
ularly  exercised  at  the  present  time, 
because  the](  can  find  such  a  small 
market  for  their  produce  overseas. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  where- 
by foodstulEs  are  to  be  sent  from  this 
continent  Into  Germany,  but  w1iat< 
should  be  dons  In  this  connection  is 
to  Insure  that  the  people  of  North 
America  will,  not  be  compelled  to  pay 
the  same  prices  aa  ara  to  be  charged 
to  the  enemy.  No  doubt  the  packing 
intereste  will  attempt  to  make  siilHlar 
charges  here  and  In  dermany,  and  If 
they  do  It  will  be  time  for  govern- 
mente  to  act 

There  is  ,a  glut  of  meatstulls  on  this 
continent,  both  In  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  Cold  sterage  ware- 
houses, in  many  instances,  are  filled 
to  overflowing,  but  the  packers  are 
holding  the  gooda  in  the  hope  they 
will  be  able  te  obtain  a  market  for 
them  overseas  at  high  prices.  What 
Oovernmente  should  Insist  up^  is 
that  when  ^e  supply  so  greatly  ex- 
ceeds the  home  demand  the  prices 
should  be  reduced.  It  is  a  time  for 
courageous  abtion.  The  economic 
situation.  If  It  is  to  ^eontlnue  to  be 
controlled  ,by  a  few  Interests,  will 
breed  unrest.  The  people  of  Western 
Canada,  for  Instance,  know  there  is 
ample  meat  available  for  all  and 
more  than  all  their  needs,  and  that 
the  prices  charged  are  abnormal  and 
not  Justified  by  any  exigencies  of  the 
situation.  The  blame  for  this  rests 
on  Messrs.  P.  Burns  A  Company  and 
M**srs.  Swift  A  Company.  y*t  n*ith*r 
of  these  large  firms  have  ever  been 
able  to  make  a  satisfactory  explana- 
tion of  the  attitude  assumed. 


ADVISES  CAUTION 


Maaufactnring  Intereste  Ask  Govemo 

ment  to  Go  Slow  With  Legislation 

Shortening  HouVs  of  Labor. 


Careful  conalderation  of  their  sug- 
gestions was  promised  on  behalf  of  the 
Oorvernment  by  Premier  Oliver  yester- 
day morning  to  a  delegation  which 
waited  upon  him  and  advised  caution 
In  dealing  with  the  enactment  of 
legislation  shortening  the  hours  of 
labor.  The  proposal  of  the  member 
for  Newcastle  to  Introduce  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  a  44-hour  week  was  refer- 
red to,  and  while  the  members  of  the 
delegation  stated  they  had  no  ob- 
jection to  an  eight-hour  day  provided 
it  were  made  universal  throughout 
the  Dominion,  they  did  not  think  it 
would  be  in  the  Intoresta  of  industry 
here  If  such  became  law  hare  and  not 
elsewhere.  In  thaf  event  unfair  oom- 
petitlon  with  Baatem  manufacturers 
would  have  to  be  faced  by  Provincial 
Interests.

GOVERNMENT  NOT  YEt 
REACHED  DECISION 

Prontar  states  Matter  of  Oeiprsioa 
tloo  to  Those  AHOctod  hy  Pro- 
hlbltloa  Stin  Undecided 


That  no  decision  has  as  yet  been 
made  by  the  Provincial  Government 
as  to  the  appointment  of  a  commis- 
sion to  inquire  into  the  question  of 
compensation  to  those  formerly  en- 
gaged in  the  liquor  business  on  ac- 
count of  the  bringing  Into  efCeot  of 
the  Prohlbltlorf  Act.  was  the  answer 
given  yesterday  by  Premier  Oliver  to 
a  queeUoa  asked  by  Mr.  Pooiey. 
member  tor  Bsqulmalt. 

At  the  time  the  measure  was  be- 
fore the  House  and  prior  to  Its  third 
reading  the  then  Premier  promised 
that  U  the  referendum  was  passed  & 
commission  would  be  appointed.  But 
at  the  same  election  at  which  the 
referendum  was  placed  before  the 
people  ths  late  admlnlstmtlon  was 
defeated.  Subsequently  the  act  be- 
come operative,  but  so  far  nothing 
has  been  hc'rd  of  what  the  Intention 
of  the  pressnt  Government  Is  rela- 
tive to  the  carrying  Into  effect  the 
promise  made  by  Ite  predecessors. 

Mr.  Ololma  has  filed  questions

Premier  Oliver  said  the  resolution 
was  very  Irregular  and  he  knew  of  no 
parliamentary  procedure  that  would 
allow  the  Oovemment  to  take  the  atep 
suggested.  He  proposed  an  amend- 
ment calling  for  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  of  three  to  receive  and 
consider  any  such  schemes  as  may  be 
formulated  and  to  repori  Ita  findings 
to  the  Bouse.  This  amendment  will 
be  dealt  with  today,  when  the  resolu- 
tion will  be  furiher  considered. 

A  resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Hanos,  member  for  North  Vancouver, 
one  which  pointed  to  the  many  men 
returning  from  overseas  partially  dis- 
abled by  loss  of  limb  or  other  disabil- 
ity, but  who  are  still  able  to  fill  posi- 
tions in  thO  control  of  public  bodies, 
that  the  Legislature  should  go  on  rec- 
ord as  being  in  favor  of  all  such  posi- 
tions in  the  Provincial,  Dominion,  city, 
municipal  and  public  bodies,  when  va- 
cant, going  to  such  returned  men. 

Mr.  Speaker  Keen  held  It  was  out  of 
order,  as  It  could  be  said  to  be  ask- 
ing tor  a  declaration  ^f  the  policy  of 
the  Government. 

Premier  Oliver  suggested  that  the 
resolution  would  have  the  Government 
not  only  express  an  opinion  aa  to  its 
(rwn  conduct,  but  also  as  to  that  of  the 
Dominion,  municipal  and  other  public 
bodies,  something  which  he  thought 
In  anything  but  good  taste.  He  moved 
an  amendment  that  "in  the  opinion  of 
this  House  preference  in  employment 
in  the  public  service  should  be  given 
such  men  in  any  vacant  positions  they 
are  competent  to  fill."  The  debate  will 
be  continued  today.

18.— With  the 
object  of  gleaning  information  on  -the 
establishment  of  labor  bureaus  In 
British  Columbia,  and  to  Inquire  Into 
labor  conditions  generally  In  thla  Pro- 
vince, to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  re* 
pori  later  to  the  Federal  Department 
of  Labor,  Mr.  Tom  Molloy,  organiser 
of  labor  bureaus  under  the  Provincial 
Government  ot  Saskatchewan,  is  In 
Vancouver,  accompanied  by  Mr.  J.  D. 
MoNlven,  Deput/*  Minister  ot  Labor 
from  Victoria. 

The  Information  being  sought  by 
Mr.  Molloy  will  bo  utilised  by  the  De- 
partment Of  Labor  in  eetabllshing  its 
proposed  chain  of  Federal  labor  bur- 
eaus  throughout   the  Dominion. 

In  this  connection,  it  was  pointed 
out  by  Mr.  Molloy,  the  Provincial  and 
Fedetal  governments  will  work  In 
conjunction  in  this  Province,  the 
probability  being  that  the  bureaus  es- 
tablished In  British  Columbia  by  th« 
Provincial  Oovemment  will  be  takeu 
over  at  a  later  date  by  the  Federal 
Oovemment.  .^

The  pert  which  the  Women's  Can- 
adian Club  can  take  in  helping  to 
build  up  national  sentiment  in  re- 
spect to  the  upkeep  of  the  navy  and 
the  development  by  Canada  of  a 
self-owned  and  self-manned  mercan- 
tile marine  to  handle  the  Domin- 
ion's export  trade  was  pointed  out 
very  clearly  yesterday  afternoon  by 
Mr.  F.  A.,  MoDlarmld.  Mr.  Mc^ 
Diarmld  is  the  chairman  of  the  Vic- 
toria branch  of  theJ^favy  I/eague.  and. 
he  was  addressing  the  members  of 
the  Women's  Canadian  Club.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  address  there  were  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  much-enjoyed  solos 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Davis*  and  Mr.  J.  G. 
Brown,  the  former  accompanied  at 
the  piano  by  Mrs.  Hannlngton,  the 
latter  by  Mrs.   Lewis  Hall. 

The  meeting  stood  for  a  moment 
in  silent  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  before 
the  business  of  the  afternoon  was 
taken  up. 

The  Navy  League 

Mr.  McDlarmid  Is  known  to  all 
members  of  the  Women's  Canadian 
Club  as  an  enthusiast  in  navy  mat- 
ters, and  yesterday's  meeting  repre- 
sented those  of  kindred  spirit  in  the 
organisation  which  he  had  gone  to 
address.  At  the  commencement  of 
his  talk  he  told  the  ladles  some- 
thing of  the  motives  which  were  re- 
sponsible for  the  Inception  of  the 
Navy  League.  Underlying  the  obvi- 
ous work,  the  cultivation  in  the  peo- 
ple of  Canada  of  a  sense  of  their  duty 
to  the  orphans  and  i^lves  of  the  men 
who  had  "gone  down  to  the  sea  in 
ships"  and  perhaps  lost  their  lives 
in  the  Service  of  the  Empire  was  a 
more  fundamental  thing:  the  foster- 
ing of  Interest  In  that  which  waa  the 
very  backbone  of  the  Empire. 

"What  lies  at  the  back  of  all  our 
political  activities,  our  commercial 
life?  Everything  we  have  and  are 
we  owe  to  the  one  great  fact  that  on 
the  sea  we  -are  supreme  as  a  nation 
and  as  an  Empire,"  declared  the 
speaker.

8cewart  waa  an  only  aon,  and  comlns  at 
a  time  wbun  hla  mother  and  rather  were 
anticipating  h|a  early  return  home,  the 
newa  of  hla  audden  demiae  haa  caat  a 
ahadow  of  sloom  over  their   home. 

The  history  of  all  the  great  nations 
was  an  index  of  the  part  which  sea- 
supremacy  played  in  tho  riser  and  fall 
of  power.  Crete,  Tyre,  Athena,  Car- 
thage, Rome,  Venice,  Portugal,  even 
Spain — all  these  were  great  Just  as 
long  as  their  strength  at  sea  was  su- 
preme, so  long  as  they  concentrated 
on  the  command  of  ths  sea.  Any 
time  that  a  nation  had  neglected  her 
sea-power,  on  the  other  hand,  she 
had  fallen  down  to  fifth,  sixth,  or 
tenth  place  among  the  nations. 
Canada  Too 
The  argument  was  brought  down 
to  comparatively  modern  times.  Can- 
ada's "place  In  the  sun"  had  been 
won  and  held  by  virtue  of  the  naval 
power,  which  had  backed  the 
fftrfpgth  oX  lifir  military.  Who  had 
won  the  battle  on  the  Plains  of  Abra- 
ham? Wolfe?  Yes,  but  behind 
Wolfe  was  Saunders.  The  whole  his- 
tory of  Canada,  affirmed  Mr."  McDlar- 
mid. was  the  history  of  naval  power. 
In  the  war  of  1812  the  strength  of 
the  United  States  was  as  one  hun- 
dred to  Olio  In  everything  but  sea- 
power  when  compared  with  Canada. 
It  was  her  sea-power  which  had  pre- 
served Canada  at  that  crisis  to  the 
British    Empli'c. 

That  which  applied  to  the  naval 
strength  of  the  Dominion  applied  al- 
so In  the  matter  of  commerce,  the 
mercantile  marine.  Without  a  mer- 
cantile marine  to  carry  her  goods 
Canada  'had  no  right  to  exist. 

"Exports  in  our  own  ships  spell 
prosperity.  A  lack  of  exports  and  a 
failure  to  supply  the  ships  to  carry 
them  spells  bankruptcy."  declared 
tho   speaker. 

Special  reference  was  made  at  this 
point  to  the  loss  which  British  Col- 
umbia had  suffered  through  lack  of 
a  fleet  of  B.  C.  or  privately-owned 
ships  to  carry  British  Columbia  and 
Canadian  export  goods  during  tho  | 
period  of  the  war.  This  lack  had  lost 
to  this  province  a  heavy  share  of  the 
prosperity  which  had  fallen  to,  all 
other  parts  of  Canada  east  of  the 
Rockies  during  the  last  four  years. 
"The  prosperity  of  Eastern  Canada 
depended  on  the  fact  that  she  had 
export-carrying  power.  We  here  In 
British  Columbia  have  the  C.P.R. 
But  we  are  losing  a  big  share  of  trade 
that  we  should  have  to  the  Japanese 
ships,  subsidised  to  cak-ry  goods  away 
from  here  five  days  in  the  week,  busi- 
ness which  goes  to  the  upbuilding  of 
Japan  and  not  to  the  upbuilding  of 
the  country  of  the  origin  of  the 
goods,"  reiterated  the  speaker. 
Sea-Gohig  Vcsaels 
"If  there  is  any  lesson  that  has 
been  taught  to  this  world  through 
suffering  and  blood  It  is  the  lesson 
of  the  need  of  sea-going  vessels 
carrying  products  in  boats  owned 
and  manned  by  the  nation  whose 
ports  are  being  served,"  affirmed  Mr. 
McDlarmid. 

Before  concluding  his  address  to 
the  meeting  Mr.  McDlarmid  spoke  of 
a  scheme  which  the  Victoria  Navy 
League  had  evolved,  and  in  the 
carrying  out  of  whlchkthey  had  been 
offered  assistance  by  T«rs.  Hannlng- 
ton, chief  superintendent  in  Canada 
of  tiie  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses. 
This  was  a  suggestion  to  support  a 
social  service  worker  and  a  trained 
nurse  to  go  up  and  down  the  Coast 
to  visit  the  eighty  lighthouses,  bring- 
ing back  news  of  the  welfare  or  oth- 
erwise of  the  families  which  form  the 
settlemenU  at  these  isolated  places. 
Furthermore,  it  is  hoped  to  be  able 
to  arrange  for  art  occasional  week's 
holiday  for  the  women  who  live  in 
these  lonely  sea-girt  dwelUngs.  bring- 
ing them  down  at  rare  intervals  to 
Victoria  to  have  a  round  of  the  shops 
and  gaieties  which  would  break  the 
monotony  of  their  lives. 

Remembering  the  Sadler  case,  the 
meeting  applauded  the  suggeirtlon 
very  heartily,  and  Lady  Barnard  sec- 
onded tho  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
which  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Andrews 
when  the  speaker  sat  down.

"If  you  want  good  roads  you  must 
educate  public  opinion  up  to  the  point 
of  paying  for  them  through  Increased 
Uzatlon,"  declared  Premier  Oliver  to 
the  delegation  of  directors  of  the 
Good  Roads  League  who  waited  upon 
the  Executive  Council  yesterday 
morning  and  presented  to  it  the  re- 
solutions passed  at  the  previous  day's 
gathering  of  directors  and  municipal 
representatives  who  considered  the 
recommendations  passed  at  the  Pen- 
ticton  convention  held  last  September 
and  got  them  Into  shape  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  Government. 

"Unless  the  revenue  of  the  Province 
is  very  materially  Increased  your  re- 
quests as  outlined  in  these  resolutions 
cannot  be  compiled  with,"  the  Premier 
frankly  told  the  delegation,  which  was 
introduced  by  Hon.  J.  H.  King, 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  and  Mr.  O. 
O.  McGeer,  Liberal  member  for  Rich-  | 
mond.  Mayor  Gale,  president  of  the 
Good  Roads  League,  was  the  chief 
spokesman,  assisted  by  Aid.  J.  J. 
Johnston,  of  New  Westminster,  and 
Mrs.  Ooddard,  of  Revelstoke. 

"The  natural  resources  of  this  Pro- 
vince have  been  alienated  to  a  vast 
extent  and  the  revenue  from  that 
alienation  has  also  gone.  We  are  now 
carrying  three  and  a  half  million  per 
year  in  fixed  charges.  That  la  about 
one-third  of  our  revenue.  Another 
third  is  required  for  sututory  obliga- 
tions, such  as  schools,  etc..  and,  after 
administration  costs  are  met,  there  l» 
very  little  left  for  public  works.  But 
when  we  seek  to  Increase  our  revenue 
through  higher  taxes,  delelTation  after 
delegation  protests  to  us.-  EUch  one 
suggests  that  some  other  Industry 
should  bear  the  tax,"  said  the  Pre- 
mier. 

"Every  dollar  which  has  been  spent 
on  poblio  worics  in  British  Columbia 
haa  been  borrowed  money.  While  it 
would  give  the  Government  the  great- 
est pleasure  to  con»p|y  with  your  re- 
quests, from  a'  financial  standpoint 
we  find  that  we  are  Just  entering  Into 
the  difficulties  of  the  war  situation. 
Therefore,  unless  our  revenues  are  in- 
creased very  materially.  It  will  b« 
utterly  Impossible  to  meet  your  re- 
queats.  All  we  can  promise  to  thai 
your  reoommendationa  will  b*  gtvaa 
oar  beat  conslderaUon." 

Allndiog  to  the  snggeation  that  auto 
Iloeneas  bo  earmarfcod  for  road  pur- 
poses, tho  Premier  pointed  out  that 
thla  revenua  had  already  been  so  ear- 
marked. It  went  to  pay  charges  for 
load  const  met  Ion  carrlM  out  kMkg 
ago.

Mayor  Porter,  who  attended  .the 
gathering  with  Aldermen  Sangster  and 
Harvey,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolu- 
tion, stating  that  the  Government 
should  take  Immodiato  steps  to  pre- 
vent private  Interesta  tying  up  the 
water  powers  available  and  then  sell- 
ing them  back  at  exorbitant  prloes.

The  second  resolution  dealt  with 
the  need  of  a ,  sure  supply  of  on  at 
all  times,  so  that  no  plant  indnoed  to 
start  In  the  province  would .  be  com- 
pelled to  close  down  oit  this  Score.  In 
moving  the  resolution  Mr.  W.  H.  Cross 
pointed  out  that  the  conflscation  of 
iron  deposits  was  not  asked  for.

Action  by  the  Government  to  pro- 
tect the  inCerests  of  the  dependents 
of  those  who  loet  their  lives  In  the 
recent  wreck  of  the  C.P.R.  steamer 
Princess  Sophia  in  Lynn  Canal  by  en- 
gaging eminent  counsel  to  contest  the 
claims  In  the  action  which,  he  under- 
stood, would  be  brought  to  test  the 
liability  of  the  C.P.R.  to  pay  compen- 
sation for  the  lives  lost,  was  ths  sug- 
gestion Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser.  K.C., 
Leader  of  the  Conservative  Opposition, 
made  in  the  Legislature  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. 

Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
the  promised  legal  contest  Involved 
the  question  of  the  Jurlsdiotion  of  the 
Workniin's  Compensation  Board  ap- 
pointed under  the  legislation  brought 
down  by  the  late  administration  at  its 
last  session  In  1916.  He  quoted  the 
provisions  of  the  act  giving  the  board 
Jurisdiction  over  shipping,  espooially. 
that  section  which  sets  forth  that  if 
the  accident  happens  upon  a  steam- 
boat, ship  or  vessel,  and  the  workmen 
Is  a  resident  of  the  Province,  and  the 
nature  of  the  employment  is  such  that 
m  the  course  of  the  work  or  service 
which  the  workman  performs  It  Is  re- 
quired to  be  performed  both  within 
and  without  the  Province,  the  board 
vhall  grant  compensation  to  the  work-

Sharp  criticism  of  the  action  of 
some  1,500'  voters  of  the  Municipality 
of  South  Vancouver  and  members  of 
the  South  Vancouver  Ratepayers' 
Association  in  petitioning  the  Govern- 
ment to  discharge  Commissioner  Gil- 
lespie, restore  the  former  control  by 
municipal  council  and  permit  an 
election  of  a  new  council,  was  voiced 
la  the  Legislature  yesterday  after- 
noon by  Mr.  J.  W.  "Weart.  Liberal 
member  for  South  Vancouver  riding. 
He  urged  upon  the  House  the  pro- 
priety of  referring  the  petition  to  a 
select  committee  of  the  House,  oom- 
poosd  of  Messrs.  Thompson,  Jones. 
Manson.  W.  A.  Maokensie  and  Paul- 
ine to  inquire  into  all  the  allegations 
contained  in  the  petition  and  report 
Its  findings  to  the  House. 

The  petition  was  reoently  presented 
to  the  House  by  Mr.  "W.  J.  Bowser. 
K.C.,  leader  of  the  Conservative  Op- 
position, the  petitioners  ha'vinc  en- 
listed that  gentleman's  assistance  ra- 
ther than  having  their  sitting  mem- 
ber, Ifr:  "Weart,  perform  the  duty. 

Mr.  "Weart  spent  nearly  three-quar- 
ters of 7  an  hour  endeavoring  to  dem- 
onstrate the  Inapproprlateness  of  the 
requpsts  made  by  the  petitioners,  and 
arguing  that  in  the  appointment  of 
the  commissioner  by  the  Government, 
as  requested  by  the  municipal  au- 
thorities of  South  Vancouver  in  1911, 
the  Government  had  taken  a  proper 
step,  not  alone  in  the  Interests  of  the 
ratepayers  of  the  district  but  also  to 
adequately  protect  the  Interests  of  It- 
self, assumed  when  the  Legislature 
sanctioned  an  ad'vance  of  $1,000,000 
to  meet  the  financial  obligations  of 
the  municipality.  That  arrangement, 
he  stated,  had  been  made  upon  thd* 
distinct  request  of  the  munlclpalltjC 
and  It  was  fully  understood  that 
should  the  asked-for  aid  be  forth- 
coming the  affairs  of  the  municipal- 
ity should  be  administered  by  the 
Governmeift  until  such  time  as  the 
obligations  assumed  by  the  latter  had 
been  dlscharnred. 

•  But  the  member  for  South  Vancou- 
ver did  not  touch  upon  the  point 
raised  In  the  petition,  that  Mr.  Gilles- 
pie has  not  executed  his  trust  In  a 
proper  manner,  but  by  his  actlons-the 
Interests  of  the  municipality  and  its 
residents  have  been  prejudicially  af- 
fected. 

He  went  fully  Into  the  negotiations 
which  led  up  to  the  appointment  of 
the  commissioner,  to  the  Investiga- 
tions made  by  the  Municipal  Inspec- 
tor and  his  recommendations  that  the 
Government  should  exUnd  aid  upon 
the  understanding  that  control  of  the 
afCaIrs  of  (he  municipality  be  as- 
sumed by  the  Government.  The  au- 
dit which  Mr.  OlUespfe  had  had  made 
Immediately  he  took  office  had  shown 
the  Inability  of  preeedlng  councils  to 
properly  conduct  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  municipality.  Mr.  Weart  de- 
clared. Was  It  any  wonder,  he  asked, 
that  the  Government  had  refused  to 
consider  any  plan  of  relief  that  left 
the  administration  of  affairs  In  the 
hands  of  those  who  hsd  shown  their 
Incapacity  for  the  task?  He  disputed 
the  allegations  contained  in  the  pAtl- 
tton  that  the  commissioner  had  dis- 
posed of  munlelpsl  property  and 
equipment  by  stating  that  practically 
all  the  valuable  equipment  had  been 
sold  In  V  the  two  year*  preceding  Mr. 
Gillespie's  appointment.  As  for  the 
allegation  that  old  and  tried  pub.tic 
servants  luul  been  dismissed  by  tjie 
eominlssloner,  l^r.  Weart  asserted 
that  he  oOuld  see  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  If  their  usefulness  was 
gone.  The  charge  that  taxation  had 
been  Increased  was  answered  by  Mr. 
Weart.  who  said  the  taxation  Is  to- 
day the  same  as  before  except  that 
Mr.  CHlleaple  had  taxed  one-third  of 
the  asseoBSd  value  of  improvements 
and  that,  he  suggested,  was  the  source 
of  dioeontent.  Money  had  to  be  se- 
eared  to  meet  requirements,  but  the 
hiequltable  assessments  made  by  the 
ineeeding  couocll*  had  been  the  real 
trenble.  H«  denied  the  charge  that 
Mr.  Gillespie  had  bornswed  money, 
stating  no  borrowings  had  been  made 
except  a  temporary  loan  from  the 
bank.  The  commissioner  had  no  pow- 
er to  berrow  except  by  bylaw  ap- 
proved by  the  Government.  The  Gev- 
emmeat  had  persistently  refused  to 
ooBslder  idmilar  eomplaJnts  made 
from  time  to  time  slaoo  Mr.  Gillespie 
took  offlos. 

Mr.  Boerasr  adjourned  the  dobata 


drowned.  "^Vhen  the  act  was  drafted 
considerable  attention  had  been  given 
to  that  very  point.  It  was  such  an  Im- 
portant one.  one  going  to  the  very 
heart  of  the  question  of  Jurisdiction 
of  the  board,  and  one  that  may  again 
arise,  that  he  believed  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  well  advised  to  take 
steps  to  contest  the  claim  of  the  com- 
pany In  the  courts.

SUNDAY  CLOSING  LAW 


Gathering  at  Board  of  Trade 
Forms  Committee  to  Draft 
Recommendations  —  New 
Section  of  Board  Formed.

At  a  meeting  of  retail  merchants 
In  the  Board  of  Trade  rooms  which 
was  called  last  night  by  President 
Kingham,  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  a 
retail  merchants*  section  was  Inaugur- 
ated, and  the  flrst  of  the  problems 
which  will  be  tackled  by  the  section 
will  be  the  questions  Involved  In  the 
enforcement  of  the  Lord's  E>ay  Act. 

The  meeting  had  been  called  with 
a  view  of  getting  concerted  action 'on 
a  letter  sent  the  Board  of  Trade  by 
4he  Lord's  Day  Alliance,  which  asked 
for  support  to  Its  representations  to 
Police  Commissioners  regarding  the 
need  of  more  stringent  enforcement 
of  Sunday  closing.  Ahout  twenty 
merchants  attended  last  night's  meet- 
ing, and  in  Introducing  Rev.  W.  Stev- 
enson, the  speaker  for  the  Alllsnce, 
Mr.  Kingham  remarked  that  he  was 
solely  interested  in  the  promotion  of 
the   Interests  and   trade  of  Victoria. 

He  pointed  to  the  rapid  spread  of 
Chinese  grocery  stores  throughout 
the  residential  districts,  most  of  them 
exhibiting  a  few  perishable  vege- 
tables In  the  windows  and  so  were 
able  to  keep  open  to  all  hours  of  every 
day  In  the  week.  "They  handle  more 
than  fruit,  you  know  they  do,  and 
they  enter  into  direct  competition  with 
the  stores  in  the  business  district, 
which  strictly  comply  with  the  re- 
gulations." he  said. 

Act  Vm  Good  Object 

Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson  said  that  a 
fair  examination  of  the  Lord's  Day 
.Act  would  convince  any  fair-minded 
person  that  It  was  one  of  the  best 
means  of  supporting  the  day  of  rest 
for  the  working  man.  "It  gives  free- 
dom from  labor  for  one  day  a  week 
for  every  man.  but  it  binds  him  to 
give  the  same  freedom  to  his.  neigh- 
bor." wss  the  summary  of  the  Act. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  experience 
of  the  British  Government  during  the 
late  war  had  proven  that  continuous 
labor  was  not  so  profitable  as  when 
at  least  one  day  a  week  was  a  rest 
day.  "This  law  Is  Immutable;  It  goes 
back  to  pre-hlstorto  days,  and  if  you 
Ignore  it  you  impair  efficiency,"  he 
said.  Mr.  Stevenson  promised  con- 
tinued pressure  on  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners  until  the  Aet 
was  enforced. 

He  claimed  that  the  Alllanee  was 
acting  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
retail  storekeepers,  saying,  "All  storee 
should  be  open  on  the  Lord's  Vmr,  or 
else  they  should  all  be  cloeed.  One 
or  the  other  Is  right.  Which?  The 
prenent  situation  Is  that  some  are  open 
and  others  are  closed.  That  la  nelth«r 
right  or  fair.  It  Is  purely  eompeti- 
tton  which  keepe  many  of  the  obope 
open  en  Sunday.  Some  years  sso, 
when  the  news  stands  were  before  the 
Police  Commissioners  on  tMs  matter 
of  Sunday  eloalag.  every  hwi  one  of 
the  eperatoTS  stated  thst  they  would 
be  onir  too  glad  to  get  the  day  off 
provided  bH  their  competitors  were 
doeed    up   mImo.~ 

In  dosing  his  addtvws.  he  claimed 
that  "the  Lord's  Day  A«t  Is  not  la 
say  way  an  old  flsibbaurtan  law.  tim- 
ing to  poll  down  the  blinds  and  shut 
up?  everything,  bet  one  which  mskes 
dee  provision   for  all   the   needs  sad

Opposition  Leader  Criticises 
Manner  in  Which  Grazing 
'Measure  1^  Drafted — Ob- 
jects to  Executive's  Powers. 


loeonslsUney,  th*  L*a4*r  of  the 
(Opposition  considers,  is  on*  of  th* 
faatnraa  of  tha  Oovamment  meaaura 
dealgnad  to  provida  for  a  graalng 
policy  undor  which  th*  difficulties 
hitherto  enoooatared  in  the  cattle 
country  In  meeting  the  requirements 
of  the  stock  raisars,  the  cattle  and 
•heap  men,  is  aought  to  be  eliminated. 

In  continuing  the  debate  in  the  leg- 
islature yesterday  on  the  bill  reapect- 
Ing  tha  depasturing  of  cattle  upon 
Crown  lands,  Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to 
the  fact  that  whereas  in  one  section 
the  Legislature  takes  the  right  to  say 
what  priority  shall  be  given  to  resid- 
ent stock  owners  for  pasturing  oow* 
and  work  animals  for  not  more  than 
ten  head  of  stock.  In  a  subsequent 
section  dealing  with  the  "commons," 
a  much  mora  Important  ntatter,  the 
right  to  grant  permits  and  decide 
upon  who  shall  have  priority  is 
assumed  by  the  Lleutenant-Oovemor- 
In-Councll,  that  much  abused  Indi- 
vidual, he  said,  against  whom  the 
present  Oovemment  when  in  opposi- 
tion was  wont  to  hurl  the  thunder  of 
•ifs  eloquence.  He  saw  opportunity 
for  abiUMS  In  this  exercise  of  autho- 
rity by  the  Bxecutive  Council,  a  body 
conducting  its  builiness  In  Mcret.  and 
he  thought  it  atrange  that  in  one 
instance  the  Leglalature  was  granted 
powers  and  In  another  was  deprived 
of  them.  In  the  latter  case  was  given 
to  the  Ueutenant-Governor-ln-Coun- 
cil  the  right  to  differentute  between 
two  stoc^-owners,  each  of  whom  pos- 
sessed an  inalienable  right  to  pasture 
stock  on  the  common. 

Mr.  Bowser  also  had  strong  objec- 
tions to  make  against  the  provision 
giving  the  Lileutenant-Gk»vernor-ln- 
Council  power  to  prescribe  peuflltles 
for  infractions  of  the  regulations  to 
be  passed.  This  delegating  to  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  right  ♦o  In- 
fUR  penalUes  was,  he  thought,  a«klng 
the  Legislature  to  go  a  long  way.  as 
it  virtually  set  aside  the  statute  law. 
T\f  Summary  C.mvlotlons  Act  was  in 
existenea  and  coqld  be  resorted  to  at 
any  time.  To  grant  the  Council  that 
authority  was  aiiinst  all  principles  of 
right  and  Justlco. 

"Pretty  nearly  Prusslaniam,  was 
what  Mr.  Bowser  termed  this  power, 
the  Minister  of  Lands  proposed  to 
(ive  to  the  Lleutenant-Govemor-ln- 
CouncU.  and  .he  doubted  If  in  this 
democratic  country  ar.d  In  this  Twen- 
Ueth  Century  the  House  would  con- 
sent to  permit  It 

Mr.  Bowser  was  proceeding  to  dis- 
cuss other  points  when  he  was  Inter- 
rupted by  Mr.  Speaker,  who  thought 
the  L*ader  of  the  Opposition  was 
going  further  than  mertly  discussing 
the  prlnolplo  cf  the  Mil,  all  that  was 
allowed  on  the  oecond  reading. 

Mr.  Bowser  stoutly  deetaCred  ho  was 
quite  within  his  rlspt:  «l  he  wa/t 
doing  was  .leaUng  >»4«t  principles- 
Would  Mr.  gpeakar.  lie  asked.  su«ges» 
tiat  he  confine  hlniielt  to  the  title 
of  the  bilUor  to  the  quality  of  the 
paper  on  which  It  was  printed?

Parties  BesponslMe 

'  The  political  party  should  take 
the  responsibility  for  the  receipt 
and  expenditure  of  donations  made  to 
them  for  party  eampaign  purposes 
and  not  permit  the  responsibiUty  to 
be  unloaded  upon  the  individual 
members  of  the  parties,  no  matter 
how  outstanding  'those  Individuals 
may  be,  was  the  contention  of  Mr. 
Fisher,  member  for  Femle.  Mr. 
Hanes,  Mr.  Fisher  remarked,  had 
spread  forth  in  file  resolution  certain 
portions  of  the  evidence  t^en  at  the 
P.  O.  E.  inquiry,  but  for  some  rea- 
son had  not  seen  flt  to  also  include 
several  very  pertinent  paragraphs, 
anoh  as- that-setUnc  forth  (h* -sworn 
statement  of  Mr.  D'Arcy  Tate  to 
questions  put  to  him  that  It  had  been 
his  duty  "to  take  care  of  campaign 
fuoda  .as  far  as  the  Conservative 
party  was  concerned."

"I  believe  that  the  eontraot  whioh 
we  are  now  working  on  here  will  be 
the  last  wooden  ship  contract  let  in 
this  country,"  stated  Mr.  B.  S.  Jen- 
kina,  assistant  Coast  manager  for  tbe 
Foundation  Company,  lyhen  intor- 
vlawed  on  Monday.  "Steel  shipbuild- 
ing here  is  more  problematical  now 
than  it  was  ninety  days  ago,  "he  con- 
tinued, "since  the  tonnage  price  on 
the  Clyde  dropped  reoently."  Mr.  Jen- 
kins said .  there  was  no  truth  in  the 
statement  printed  in  Albeml  to  the 
effect  that  the  company  was  buying 
material  for  thirty  ships.  There  Is  no 
serious  shortage  of  material  at  the 
preeent  time,  the  offlqhl  declared,  and 
any  minor  difflculties  were  simply 
worked  around. 

Aaked  if  the  company  would  be  tak- 
ing over  the  Assembly  Plant  at  Ogden 
Point,  he  replied  that  he  did  not 
know,  as  tbe  matter  was  beiny  han- 
dled by  the  higher  officials.  He  would 
not  even  say  that  the  plant  was  likely 
to  be  used  for  the  outflttinc  of  the 
steamers. 

As  there  are  now  about  3,200  men 
employed  in  the  two  yards,  Mr.  Jen- 
kins says  that  very  few  more  will  be 
needed.  There  has  been  a  large  per- 
centage of  returned  men  taken  on 
within  the  last  few  weeks.

"Repatriation  fails  back  on  the 
O.W.V.A.,  the  recognised  body  of  the 
returned  soldier  in  Canada,"  declared 
Comrade  Robinson,  formerly  vice- 
president  of  the  Dominion  Qreat  War 
Veterans'  Association,  addressing 
members  of  the  Victoria  local  at  their 
meeting  last  night. 

"Take  my  advice.  Don't  put  much 
faith  in  members  of  parliament  It  is 
up  to  you  and  me  to  stand  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  as  we  did  when  we  wore 
khaki,  and  use  every  constitutional 
means  in  our  power  to  see  that  the 
returned '  man  is  repatriated  at  once 
and  properly." 

The  question  of  Immigration  came 
under  purview.  No  immigration 
should  be  tolerated  at  this  time,  the 
speaker  claimed.  Long  applause  fol- 
lowed his  statement  that  no  Immigra- 
tion should  be  permitted  into  Canada 
until  every  soldier  was  brought  back 
from  overseas  and  properly  placed. 
And  this  safeguarding  of  the  Interests 
of  the  returned  man  included  the 
sailor  as  well  as  the  eoldler.  More- 
over, when  immigration  did  recom- 
mence steps  should  be  taken  that  the 
character  of  the  immigrant  admitted 
be  considered.  It  would  be  simply 
adding  to  the  labor  troubles  of  the 
country  to  admit  the  scum  of  Europe 
to  enter. 

Moderate  Grounds 

"I  don't  believe  In  the  Oovemment 
saying  that  the  returned  soldier  will 
rule  Canada,"  averred  the  speaker. 
"We  are  here  to  stand  for  the  right  on 
temporate,  solid  and  moderate 
grounds  and  by  constitutional  meth- 
ods."

"No  man  who  comes  from  the  Old 
Land  to  Canada  will  prefer  tp  see  the 
soldiers'  orphans  cared  for  In  orphan- 
aces  father  than  adopted  into  homes 
in  Canada.  There  must  be  thousands 
of  homes  in  the  Dominion  which 
wouid  be  proud  to  adopt  the  orphan 
of  a  soldlsri" 

The  speaker  proposed  a  scheme 
whereby  these  wards  would  be  cared 
for  and  educated  by  the  Government 
any  money  over  and  above  the  cost  of 
their  upkeep  to  be  placed  in  a  sustena- 
tlon  or  sinking  fund  which  would 
oo^e  to  It  on  maturity. 

Land  settlement  schemes  were  also 
gone  Into,  and  in  this  connection  Com- 
rade Robinson  claimed  that  there  was 
abundance  of  land  on  Vancouver  Isl- 
and which  should  be  available  for  the 
returned  man^ — and  not  180  miles 
from  transportation.  The  alien  ques- 
tion was  one  on  which  they  should 
keep  an  eye.  It  might  be  possible  to 
confiscate  their  property.  But  what 
about  their  bank  roll!  Their  money 
was  In  their  own  private  banks. 

"There  should  be  some  way  to  hin- 
der these  men  from  getting  out  of 
Canada  with  this  wad  of  money," 
said  the  speaker. 

The  raising  of  pensions  was  also 
strongly  advocated.  The  present  pen- 
sion Of  |40  for  a  widow  was  not  sufll- 
cient 

"I  believe  if  the  Provincial  Oovem- 
em  is  willing  to  do  Its  share  the  Do- 
minion Government  will  do  ita  share," 
concluded  the  speaker,  who  was 
thanked  for  his  address.
